No such conditions now exist, 
Mr. Knowland sald, and It woulhl 
be entirely fittIng and proper for 
the General to return now and 
vive Congress his knowledge of

London, February 17. 
Two million pairs of specta- 
eles were provided in Britain 
under the new national health 
scheme between July.
